FORCING ACTION 

Chief Justice Rose, opening the winter 
assizes at Toronto, said reckless driving will stop 
in Ontario as soon as the people of the province 
make up their minds it has got to stop. He 
added, “We have lots of legislation; we need 
enforcement.” 

The observations apply as well to Alberta, or 
any of the other provinces. Reckless driving 
has here as elsewhere been treated as some- 
thing of a pardonable oversight of the law, 
rather than a deliberate breaking of it. The 
reckless driver is himself forcing the public and 
the law enforcement officers to change that 
e@asy-going attitude and to regard him as no 
more deserving leniency than anyone else who 
wilfully endangers the lives of other people. 

Reckless driving cannot continue to be toler- 
ated; the reckless driver won't allow it to be. 
From being a nuisance he has made himself a 
menace. 

A TEST OF METHODS 

A for advance payment is strong 
enough inducement to bring into the city 
treasury each year in the first fifteen days of 
January about one-third of the total tax levy on 
property—before the assessment has been made, 
the tax rate struck, or anyone knows what his 
tax bill is going to be. This though the saving 
to the taxpayer is only something in excess of 
2 per cent calculated on a yearly basis. 

Under the penalty system, tax arrears go on 
piling up. Occasionally the collections are more 
than the year’s arrears.

The 
greater the amount prepaid because of the dis- 
count; the greater the condemnation of trying to 
force payment by imposing penalties at a time 
when property is a doubtful asset, in cases a 
certain liability. 

It is time to try what the method that has 
been found effective in securing prepayment of 
taxes can do in bringing in arrears of + S. 
If it accomplished nothing, there would be no 
ing lost. 


ONE AFTER ANOTHER 

For our Social Credit friends it is just one 
convention after another. There were constitu- 
ency conventions. then district conventions, and 
now an annua] provincial convention gets under 
way. With a caucus of the party representa- 
tives in the legislature wedged in between, to 
con the eleven point program and heal the 
alleged breach in the ranks. 

The provincial convention has 150 resolutions 
on the agenda, which works out at more than 
two resolutions per delegate. That should keep 
them busy for the remainder of the week, along 
with casual] side discussion of the Hargrave pro- 
Sram, the legislative outlook, and the cabinet 
reconstruction. 


Those who do not share their views must at 
least recognize that the followers of Mr. Aber- 
hart import something of his and their religious 
zeal into their party affairs. Members of no 
other party keep up, or try to keep up, so widely 
extended and always active an organization, 
with group meetings, conferences and conven- 
tions going on the year round.

LESS MONEY FOR RELIEF? 

The Dominion Government, Hon. Norman 
Rogers said at Toronto, proposes to start next 
spring to systematically reduce the grants in aid 
of unemployment relief made to the provinces, 
the grants being revised downward at the end 
of each three month period according to the 
numbers then on relief 

This has to be taken as the expression cf a 
hope, rather than the announcement of a settled 
intention. Premier Bennett. it wil] be recalled, 
made a p. oposal aimed in the same direction two 
years ago, or was it three. Assuming the de- 
pression to be about over, he planned to cut 
off the grants entirely, and named the day of 
suspension. But under an outburst of protests 


o provinces and municipalities clear across 
Dominion the dead-line had to be postpcned 


+ 


month by month and eventually the grants went 
back on a basis of indefinite continuance. 

Their continuance is in point of fact still in- 
definite, whatever plans may be made to end 
them. We will know more about the unemploy- 
ment situation next spring when spring arrives, 
and of the relief requirements of next June 
when that month comes. The disconcerting and 
very regrettable fact is that relief figures now 
are up as compared with those of a year ago. 

That being so, with the farming, fishing and 
lumbering industries in better position than for 
‘years, with mining returns breaking al] time 
records and factory output 97 per cent that of 
1929, no one can predict when unemployment 
relief will shrink to proportions bringing it 
within the financial competence of the provinces 
and municipalities; nor even when the process of 
shrinking will begin. Regardless of plans and 
hopes, federal assistance will have to be forth- 


coming so long and in such amounts as required. 
ee 


THE CHEERFUL NOTE 


Bank statements of the 1936 model, now ap- 
pearing, are distinctly different from the 
standard type of the last few years. They no 
longer consist of apologies for the hard times 
and explanations that these came about because 
borrowers took advantage of the liberal-minded- 
ness of the bankers and borrowed too much 
money. Instead, they are now made up of 
cheering compilations of facts and figures to 
show that business is getting better; and they 
all say, emphatically, that there is any amount 
of capital available for investment if honest 
people with good security will only come along 
and take it away. 

This is more like the reports the bankers 
used to get out some years ago, for they are 
normally an optimistic class and have faith in 
their fellow-men and the future—as amy one 
must have who lends money for a living. The 
reason for the changed tone of course is that 
commodity prices have been going up and there 
are many indications of a continued improve- 
ment in international trade. 

Whatever their faults, it is due to the bankers 
to say that when we were wallowing in the 
trough of the depression, nobody was any more 
depressed in spirit than they were. They didn’t 
try to tell us the sun was rising when it wasn’t. 
They didn’t say prosperity was going to bob 
around some corner suddenly and make us all 
happy overnight; that clap-trap came from the 
politicans. When the outlook was black the 
bankers said so,-in language that did not make 
pleasant reading but sounded like the truth. 

So when they now say the outlook is en- 
couraging, their words ought to carry weight, 
and no doubt will. If confidence was what the 
country needed, the bankers have evidently re- 
covered it, and are preaching it to the public. 
And they are the best financial weather 
prophets we have. If they were not, they 
couldn't stay in the banking business.

FORTY YEARS AGO

$40,000 for work which will only cost. say, $25,- 
000. Economy, if no other reason, should be 
enough to ensure the construction of this road 
without the interference of a boodling company. 

Under the heading “Cheap Fuel for Win- 
nipeg” the Free Press of that city gives the 
views of a well known prospector who sug- 
gests the possibility of delivering coal from 
Edmonton in Winnipeg at $3 a ton, using water 
transportation, There is something in this sug- 
gestion.

Roasted Peanuts For 
Regular Food 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The peanut is really a legume and not a nut. 
It is one of the class of legumes which bury their 
pods in the earth to ripen instead of raising 
them in the air, It is a native of tropical Am- 
erica, but is also grown extensively in the south- 
ern part of the United States, and even as far 
north as Virginia, where the 
crop produced is said to be the 
largest in the United States. 
It has been estimated that 
more than thirty million 
bushels of peanuts are sold 
each year in North America. 

The use of the peanut as.a 
food started about the time of 
the civil war when the north- 
ern soldiers found it growing 
wild in the sovth and learned that it made good 
food. Most people do not consider the peanut 
a food, but rather a delicacy, similar to confec- 
tion, to be used on circus days or holidays. 

The raw peanut contains such a combina- 
tion of starch, protein and fat that it is a very 
hearty food and difficult to digest, but when it is 
roasted the starch is converted into dextrose and 
is. then quite easily digested. 

A very large amount of protein is found in 
the peanut, even as high as 30 per cent and for 
this reason it may be considered as a good source 
of protein and may be used as a meat sub- 
stitute. 

Peanuts may be purchased already roasted. 
or they may be roasted in the oven at home, as 
soon as you experiment to find how much 
roasting is,necessary to properly dextrinize the 
starch. Moderate roasting for a long time is 
the best method, for if the peanuts are too well 
roasted, the protein is destroyed and the dex- 
trose turned into ash. 

Peanut butter may be made at home by sim- 
ply grinding the roasted nuts, after the removal 
of the skin. It is necessary to use a good grinder 


which has a pulverizing attachment if you wish . 


the finished product to be smooth. 


A small amount of peanut butter may be 
used with any meal without interfering with the 
digestion of other foods, but you will find it an 
agreeable change to make peanuts the principal 
protein part of the meai in place of eggs, meat, 
fish or any of -the other proteins, fsing along 
with the peanuts a salad made of non-starchy 
raw vegetables and some of the cooked veg- 
etables. 

Peanut butter provides a delicious filling for 
sandwiches. Use only the real whole-wheat 
bread, adding butter and a leaf of lettuce, if de- 
sired. 

The oil found in the peanut is very desirable 
to use as a food, having an agreeable taste and 
being easily digested. This peanut oil may be 
purchased in any large city, although ‘all stcres 
do not handle it and it may be necessary for you 
to call up several before fitiding one which car- 
ries it in stock. Try the peanut oil instead of 
olive oil for a change and use it as a dressing for 
salads. You will find the addition of the plain 
oil will impart a new flavor to salad dishes. 
Another dressing may be made by mixing the 
peanut butter with cream and then using this 
over the salad. : 

Instead of being content to use peanuts oc- 
casionally as a between-meal snack, try using 
them with your regular meals and you will find 
it possible to make them an important part of 
your ordinary diet. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
QUESTION: Mrs, John J. writes: “Occasion- 
ally I see an article about cold showers not be- 
ing good for older people. I've often wondered 
how anyone could stand these cold showers in 
the winter time. It would seem that some peo- 
ple torture themselves thusly only to have it to 
brag about. As for myself, cold water externally 
actually hurts, and I seem healthy and appar- 
ently have a good circulation, as I have no 
trouble keeping warm. What is your opinion of 
the cold shower in winter time?” 

ANSWER: Many people really enjoy a cold 
shower even in the winter time. The effect is 
very stimulating if the heart and nervous sys- 
tem are in good condition so that there is a pro- 
per reaction. Many people, already nervous, 
make themselves more so through not respond- 
ing properly to the cold shower and form a 
dread of taking it. For these people, the cool 
shower is sufficient, and unnecessary shock is 
avoided. Of course, the patient with neart 
trouble should avoid cold showers.

Hitler has given a pledge to respect the 
present'status of Spanish Morocco. Assisted by 
94 British warships and 74 French warships, it 
seems altogether likely that Hitler's pledge will 
be respected and the German and Japanese 
Moore sent to Ceuta evacuated. Had France 


been better prepared it is altogether likely that 
Hitler would have seen to it that Germany's 
pledge to keep the Rhineland demilitarized 
would have been respected too. 

Apparently France and Britain have decided 
to maintain an international blockade of Spain, 
allowing no ship through unless it has received 
a clearance from an international commission at 
one of the near-by neutral ports. This will stop 
the entry of German, Japanese and Italian 
troops and ammunition by water into Spain to 
aid the rebels. What other effects it will have 
remains to be seen. They fill depend in turn 
on whether Hitler and his Asiatic Nazis with- 
draw peacefully or not.

Russia, possibly to save Japan's “face,” con- 
sented to renew the Kamchatka and Okhotshk 
Sea fishing licenses for another year. The in- 
ference is that should the German-Japanese 
agreement to fight against communism be not 
used against Russia, then Russie will grant a 
further renewal of these leases, so vital to the 
food needs and export trade of Japan. If the 
German-Japanese agreement is acted on ad- 
versely to Russia, then she will cancel the leases 
at the end of next fishing season and prepare 
to meet Japan's threat to send war vessels to 
protect the Japanese fishing fleet while it fishes 
in Russian waters. 

Japan has acted very foolishly in allowing 
Japanese ex-conscripts to volunteer for service 
against Europeans in Europe, in a rebellion in 
which she has no interest. Nazi race hatreds are 
so keen that German Jews who fought for Ger- 
many have been outlawed, and American col- 
ored athletes who won Olympic championships 
at Berlin were cold-shouldered by der Feuhrer. 
For the Nazi leaders to encourage the bringing 
of Asiatics to fight against the Spanish loyalists 
is an unpardonable aggravation of Germany's 
offence in sending men, machines and munitions 
to slaughter the Spanish loyalists. And it is 
unpardonable folly for Japan.

United States has appointed an Ambassador 
to Moscow. His name is Joseph E. Davies.

As part of her preparation for life in Moscow, 
she is shipping to the Embassy there 2,000 pints 
of cream preserved by a freezing process owned 
by General Foods Corporation.

Over in England they are bringing in a bill 
to enlarge the pay checks of the Cabinet Min- 
isters. After the enlarging is done, the Ministers 
will still receive much less than movie stars, but 
they will have enough to keep the proverbial 
wolf from the proverbial door. 

Ministers hereafter will receive $25000 a 
year each, with the Prime Minister receiving 
$40,000 and the Lord Chancellor $50,000. (The 
Lord Chancellor must be an eminent lawyer. 
He cannot return to legal practice after leaving 
the Woolsack.) 

Here is a matter for the members of the Al- 
berta Legislature to take up. With indemnity 
included, the Alberta Ministers will receive 
this year net salaries of but $8,570 apiece, with 
$9,160 for the Premier. 

It hasn't been a good year, of course. With 
nearly $2,000,000 increased taxation and only 
half interest offered bondholders, there has been 
an increase of millions in the public debt. This 
is due in part to the delay of Premier Aber- 
hart in using his fountain pen in the promised 
way. He requires that we wait until he is good 
and ready to reduce taxation, cease outside 
borrowing, pay off the provincia] debt and give 
everybody the promised dividend. 

Why not make it worth the Premier's while 
to speed up the promised creation of wealth by 
the use of his famous fountain pen? Why not 
offer him $50,000 a year or $190.000 a year if he 
will perform the promised magic. 

Enacting a Dividends Bil] doesn’t mean that 
we will necessarily receive the promised divi- 
dends next year. A Secial Credit Measures Bill 
was enacted a year ago but we haven't got So- 
cial Credit asare ult. If Great Britain does not 
deem it infra dig to recognise the work of the 
Baldwin ministers by substantial increases of 
salary, why not give our Premier and his Min- 
isters remuneration on the Imperial basis —so 
long as they first fulfil their financia] promises. 

There is good newspaper precedent for this 
form of “payment by res'lts”. The late Ar- 
thur Brisbane ran up his salary to $260,000 a 
year by a form of contract whereby he was paid 
a small percentage on the increases of circule- 
tion which resulted from the use of his writings. 
If it would hurry up the fulfilment of the pre- 
election promises and speed the magic of the 
fountain pen, even $300,000 a year~in Foun‘ain 
Pen Money—would not be too much to pay for 
Premier Aberhart’s services as a currency cre- 
ator.

A Day in Canadien History 


One hundred years ago today on 
January 14, 1837, Saint John was

EUROPE STAND 


High Prices Not Factor, 


Manitoba Council Tells 
Commission 


WINNIPEG, Jan. 14—E. K. Wil- 
liams, counsel for Manitoba Pool 
Elevators, Ltd. yesterday contend- 
ed before the Turgeon Royal grain 
commission that fear of effects of 
cheap wheat on their economic sys- 
tem and not high prices was a factor 
in European importing countries 
establishing tariffs and quotas. 

Mr. Williams disclosed the con- 
tention when examining A. E. 
Darby, secretary of the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange, who earlier had 
said importing countries feared a 
“combination of producers in ex- 
porting countries would result in 
an era of unduly high prices attain- 
ed by artificial means.” 


NO PROBLEM 


High prices for wheat from ex- 
porting countries did not create a 
problem for importing countries, 
Mr. Williams contended 

European countries, he suggested 
to Mr. Darby, established the tariffs, 
quotas, etc. to protect themselves 
from genera! financial conditions 

Mr, Darby said he could not 
agree. There was a market for 
Canadian grain but the buyers were 
not anxious to pay more for it than 
they found necessary. 


DRIVE PRICE UP 

He quoted publications to show 
there existed a sentiment that Cana- 
dian wheat pools were acting to 
drive wheat prices up. 

Mr. Williams quoted the 1933 
international wheat agreement, 
which never became effective, to 
show that importing countries 
were ready to adopt policies 
fostering wheat consumption and 
to discourage any increase in 
wheat acreage. Improvement in 
the world price of wheat would 
have brought lowering of duties. 
His reference to a “combination 

of producers in exporting coun- 
tries,” said Mr. Darby, included the 
Canadian wheat pools. When Mr. 
Williams asked if there were any 
others that could be included. Mr. 


Darby said there were pool organ-| 


izations in Australia.

OVER FINANCES: 


Probe In Relationships Of 
Various Governments 
Proposed 


MONTREAL, Jan. 14—A Royal 
Commission investigation of the 
financial relations between Domin- 
ion, provincial and municipal gov- 
ernments with a view to thorough 


overhauling was urged here today 
by Morris W. Wilson, president and 
managing director of the Royal 
Bank Canada. 

Speaking before the bank's an- 
nual shareholders’ meeting just be- 
fore parliament was due to as- 
semble, 
“review of the whole subject” to 
consolidate the present “piecemeal” 
delineation of government relations 
resting on the British North Amer- 
ica Act and nearly 150 interpreting 
privy council decisions, 


CAN’T MAKE GUESS 


At present, he said, over a wide 
field of economic legislation, it was 
“virtually impossible to guess 
whether ultimate authority rests 
with the province or with the Do- 
minion.” Further, he said, changed 
conditions had thrown new respons- 
ibilities on various government 
bodies, and some found it difficult 


| to meet the new burdens from pre- 


sent revenue sources. 

“Let us secure a review of the 
subject by a royal commission,” Mr. 
Wilson said, “with the object of re- 
solving these complexities . . . the 
financial relationship of the Dom- 
inion, provincial and civie govern: 
ments should be thoroughly over- 
hauled.” 

On the questions of public debt 
and double taxation, he added: 


NATIONAL CREDIT 


“Having regard to the necessity 
of maintaining the national credit, 
if it is at all possible some solu- 
tion must be found which will per- 
mit both provinces and municigal- 
ities to continue the service of their 
public debt in full, 

“At the same time, ‘his commis- 
sion should give consideration to 
the question of double or overlap- 
ping taxation. For eximple, it can 
hardly be in the national interest 
that in certain provinces and cities 
it is possible for a person to be sub- 
ject to income tax levies by three 
separate governments... .” 

In his review of Canadian econ- 
omic progress for 1936 Mr, Wilson 
said national] income had risen and 
the buying power of almost all 
groups has increased.

INSURANCE HEAD 
NOTES UPTREND 


TORONTO, Jan, 14.—Life insur- 
ance, in its relation to financial af- 
fairs, bears much the same relation 
as steel to industrial affairs, each 
serving as a barometer of condi- 


tions in its field. The 1936 life in- 
surance record reflects a steady im- 
provement in the financial .position 
of hundreds of thousands of Cana- 
dians. 

“Not only is there a substantial 
increase in number of policyhold- 
ers and in total insurance in force,” 
said V. R. Smith, President, Cana- 
dian Life Insurance Officers As- 
sociation, and Director and General 
Manager, Confederation Life As- 
sociation, when interviewed tcday, 
“put there is a distinct decline in 
policy loans and in surrenders of 
existing policies. This is perhaps 
the most gratifying feature of the 
life insurance record for 1936, But, 
from a national viewpoint, it is 
equally significant that new busi- 
ness in the past year showed an im- 
provement in every branch, Final 
| returns for December have not yet 
| been compiled, bug the total of new, 
| paid- for business ‘will be apprec.- 
‘ably ahead of that of 1935. Eight 
of the nine provinces show in- 
creases, and it is particularly pleas- 
ing to note that, even in Alberta, in- 
surance sales have shown remark- 
able increases during recent 
months. There could be no more 
| striking tribute to the security and 
stability of life insurance in the 
public estimaticn.” 

Dealing wth the general im- 
provement in Cancda and with the 
larger economic problems facing the 
Dominion, Mr. Smith emphasizea 
the fact that Canada is primarily 
an agricultural country. “It is grat- 
ifying,” he said, “to find that the 


provement in this phase of our ec- 
onomic life. Prices of farm products 
have improved substantially. Wheat 
is now commanding the best price 
in years, and this year's crop, while 
of less volume, is estimated to be 
forty or more millions in value 
above the 1935 crop. 

“Our mineral production has 
reached an annual value of stag- 
gering proportions, but as yet the 
surface has only been scratched, 
and we seem assured, for many 
years to come, of a continued stimu- 
lation in this activity.”
